DEXTER— The city of Dexter has 
“big trouble'* with water and “a lot of 
people don’t believe we have a (water) 
problem,” Mayor Willis Conner said 
today. 
The mayor explained that the city 
has 
been 
having 
trouble

transmission lines, water treatment 
facilities and storage capacity. 
Residents of Dexter will vote on a 
$425,000 
general obligation bond 
issue 
Aug. 
31 
to provide water 
improvement ‘or the city. 
The water improvement proposal, if 
passed, will provide two new water 
wells, a new 5,00,000 gallon storage 
tank, and a new 1,000 gallon per 
minute water treatment plant on the 
north side of town. 
The mayor commented: 
“Everybody had better be in favor 
of it. The one thing we can’t get along 
without is water. Oh yes, I'm very 
much in favor of it.” 
City Clerk G. B. McCracken said 
“we’re going to try this thing again”. 
Residents voted the first time on 
the water improvement proposal in 
November of 1969 and defeated it by 
three votes. In early 1970, citizens 
voted on the proposal again and “it was 
defeated 
pretty 
badly,” 
Conner 
recalled. 
“The 
reason it was defeated,” 


Conner said, 
“was because some 
claimed it (water improvement) would 
benefit only a few people in a certain 
area.” 
“This is not true,” he said. “The 
water improvement will be for the 
whole town.” 
Conner 
commented 
on 
the 
problems the city has been having 
with water: 
“Three times in the last three 
months we have had malfunctions at 
night with the (water) pump. About 
six weeks ago, a tree blew down over 
lines to the service pumps. The city 
was without water for some time.” 
He said the city’s water treatment 
plant pumped water at a 300 gallon 
per minute clip in 1944 and now “it’s 
supposed to go at 1,000 gallons per 
minute.” 
“I’m certain it’s not doing it now,” 
Conner said. 
He said the plant has been in 
operation since 1914 and has been 
remodeled three times, most recently 
in 1957. 
“If the water proposal is not 
passed, a possible alternative would be 
to ration water or raise the heck on 
the water rates,” the mayor said. 
He added that he is “ not in favor 
on raising rates” but “we’re going to 
have to do something.”

ROME OR CEASAR? 
One of the most titanic struggles of the 89th 
Congress took place over the question of repeal of 
Section 14(b) of the Taft-Hartley Act. 
Union professionals and the politicians beholden to 
them mounted a fierce, no-holds-barred drive to 
expunge 14(b) from the books. This would have 
stripped states of their authority to enact Right to 
Work laws protecting individual freedom. 
It didn’t work. An aroused American public rallied 
to the banner carried by then Senate Minority Leader 
Everett M. Dirksen (R-Ill.) and succeeded in quashing 
the union boss drive for more power. 
Why had Dirksen done it? In his own flowery 
words: “I love Caesar, but I love Rome more.” To 
Dirksen, the country was more important than a 
President paying off a political debt to union officials. 
He knew the stakes in the battle were enormous. 
One nationally syndicated columnist noted that union 
bosses would have netted $15 million in forced dues 
immediately upon repeal of 14(b). “Principle be 
damned,” said the columnist, “they want the $15 
million.” 
But 
Rome, 
not 
Caesar 
triumphed. 
Union 
professionals lost the $15 million with which to pursue 
additional political power — experts estimate union 
bosses spend 85 % of their time politicking. And 
AFLrCIO President Meany candidly admits, “ You just 
(»n’t have too much power.” 
It’s the source of that power — the compulsory 
union shop 
that should be of concern to all 
Americans. It is being wielded by the Caesars of 1971 
in a way that threatens the very underpinnings of 
Rome. This is understood by Rep. Philip Crane (R-Ill.), 
who has introduced legislation to correct the situation 
and testified in its behalf before Congress just this 
week. 
As Senator Paul Fannin (R-Ariz.) put it recently, 
“The use by union professionals of massive amounts of 
compulsory dues for politics must be stopped if our 
representative form of government is to be preserved.” 
Unless that monstrous political machinery of the 
modern day Caesars is brought under control, our 
entire political system could be engulfed. Recognizing 
this, Sen. Fannis and Sen. John Tower (R-Tex.) have 
co-authored an amendement to the campaign election 
reform bill that will likely come up for debate on the 
floor 
of 
the 
United 
States 
Senate 
soon. 
The 
amendment would deny tax-exempt status to any 
organization, including unions, which use compulsory 
dues 
money 
directly or indirectly 
for political 
purposes. 
It’s an important step in the 
right direction, one 
that will provide an acid test for the 100 members of 
the “world’s greatest deliberative body.” And when 
the votes have been recorded, the American public will 
know which Senators place the interests of the country 
above the interests of a handful of union bosses made 
powerful through the compulsory union shop. 
Rome or Caesar? We’ll ktibw soon enough.

CONTROLLING ACTS OF GOD 
Virgin Islanders have set aside Sunday, July 25, its 
Supplication 
Day, to pray for deliverance from 
hurricanes. At the end of the season in late October 
they celebrate Deliverance Day to give thanks for 
being spared -- and they have been for almost 40 years. 
Until recently this method of warding off destructive 
weather was as good as any other. Now scientists in the 
United States, Russian and other countries are making 
limited progress in scientific weather modification. 
“Our theories aren’t perfect, and we still have a lot to 
learn, but weather control is further advanced than the 
public generally realizes,” Robert M. White, director of 
the National Oceanic and Atmospheric Administration 
(NOAA), told the Wall Street Journal (July 12, 1971). 
Scientists at the NO AA’s experimental meterological 
laboratory in Miami have had partial success this spring 
with a cloud-seeding program aimed at alleviating the 
Florida drought. In the coming weeks scientists will 
attempt to weaken the force of potential hurricanes 
with a seeding method similar to the one used to make 
rain. Clouds are bombarded with vast quantities of 
silver iodide, which causes chemical changes that 
release heat and reduce the hurricane’s wind velocity. 
Dr. 
Robert 
Simpson, 
director 
of 
the 
National 
Hurricane Center in Miami, predicted last year that 
within five years a hurricane approaching the coast 
with 100-knot winds will have its winds reduced to 70 
knots or less and the height of the water reduced by 50 
per cent. The first suggestion that hurricanes could be 
controlled came in August 1969, when Hurricane 
Debbie abated after seeding. Besides rain-making and 
hurricane control, researchers are also working on 
methods to surpress cloud-to-ground lightning, reduce 
hail, and disperse fog and snow storms. Science 
magazine (May 7, 1971) predicts that the unsolved 
technological problems of weather tampering will be 
resolved long before the legal and political ones it 
poses. The “use of weather modification techniques on 
a large scale raises difficult questions about legal 
responsibilities, 
conflicting 
social 
desires, 
and 
appropriate governmental regulatory activities.” Last 
year, for example, Florida tomato growers threatened 
to seek a court injunction against cloud-seeding until it 
was postponed. And the potential for international 
complications is so great it has so far deterred any 
wide-ranging weather experiments.

SLIPSHOD LOBBY 
REPORTS 
Several 
years 
ago 
the 
Missouri Legislature added a 
requirement 
for 
spending 
reports by lobbyists to its weak 
conflict of interest code. We 
thought 
that 
a 
modest 
improvement. How modest is 
shown by the fact that the 
deadline for lobbyists to file 
their reports concerning the 
last legislative session was July 
10, and by that time only 
about 
41 
per cent of the 
known lobbyists had bothered 
to file — mostly in terms of 
unrevealing lump-sum amounts 
spent. Perhaps the lobbyists are 
no more to blame for this 
irregularity 
than 
the 
state, 
which is supposed to enforce 
the 
lobbying 
law 
and 
its 
penalties. If the state does not 


do tilts, lobby registration can 
be expected to erode toward 
non - existence.

There’s one area of the 
women’s 
rights

TOTAL SAFETY PENALIZES 
PROGRESS 
Twenty - five years ago, 
there 
was 
little 
public 
discussion of the side effects of 
“miracle” drugs. The current 
political 
mania for absolute 
safety had yet to make its 
appearance. With respect to the 
more 
sophisticated 
healing 
drugs, 
there 
was 
no 
issue 
because the drugs did not exist 
twenty-five years ago; and for 
lack of them, countless people 
merely sickened and died. Of 
course, 
total 
safety 
is 
a 
will-of-the-wisp 
unattainable 
short of the grave. 
The real issue has been well 
stated in an advertisement of 
the pharmaceutical industry. It 
says, “ If a drug could restore 
your health would you accept 
the risk of side effects?” There 
is little doubt that most people 
would and do, when the drugs 
are 
available 
for 
their 
physicians 
to 
prescribe. 
A 
director of clinical medicine 
with a major pharmaceutical 
company presents his views in 
t h e 
d r u g 
i n d u s t r y 
advertisement. He observes, “ . . 
. that every potent drug can 
cause side effects. If it didn’t 
have any at all, it couldn’t 


possibly do any good. The 
question is one of benefits 
versus potential risks. .. With 
the advent of more potent and 
useful 
products, 
undesirable 
side effects sometimes become 
a problem. This will be true in 
the future, too. . . a balance 
must be drawn between the 
good work done by a drug and 
its 
uunw anting 
effects. 
Physicians often can affect this 
balance 
by 
adjusting 
the 
dosage, 
or 
by 
selecting 
a 
different form of an existing 
drug product potent enough to 
do the job. But that doesn’t 
stop 
us 
from 
looking 
for 
improvements.” 
The point is, both physicians 
and the drug industry should 
be given the greatest possible 
leeway 
in 
the 
use 
and 
development of the kind of 
drugs that one of these days 
you, or a member of your 
family, may desperately need. 
Those who slavishly pursue the 
cult of total safety ignore the 
value of the calculated risk -- 
which is inherent in the process 
of living.

W A S H I N G T O N - - T h e 
government is moving rapidly 
toward making it possible to 
survive the impact of an auto 
week, but it’s barely moving at 
all to make it easier to get out 
of your car afterwards. 
The result 
is that 3,500 
persons 
are 
killed 
in 
wrecked-auto fires each year 
and another 1,000 drown in 
submerged vehicles, according 
to data cited by a University of 
Oklahoma research team under 
contract with the Department 
of T ransportation. 
The 
researchers’ 
obscure 
report, 
entitled 
“Escape 
Worthiness of Vehicles and 
Occupant Survival,” concludes, 
moreover, “ Enough detail is 
available 
to 
establish 
that 
entrapment 
without 
fire or 
submergence 
is 
frequent 
enough 
to 
be 
a 
serious 
problem.” 
Transportation Department 
officials 
say 
the Oklahoma 
group is continuing its work, 
and 
they 
point 
out 
that 
standards for flammability of 
auto upholstery have already 
been set. 
But we have searched in vain 
through the confidential, $40.5 
million 
National 
Highway 
Safety Bureau 1973 research 
budget for any sign that the 
bureau is doing the kind of 
large-scale research that will be 
needed 
to 
establish 
full 
s t a n d a r d s 
f o r 
escape-worthiness. 
W h a t ’s 
m o r e , 
the 
flammability standard set by 
the Department is what the 
Oklahoma 
research 
team 
already found to be the norm 
in the cars they tested. 
And there is apparently no 
use 
looking 
to 
the 
auto 
industry itself to take the lead 
in 
making 
vehicles 
more 
fire -re sista n t. 
For 
the 
com panies 
wanted 
the 
government to set a far weaker 
fabrics standard than the burn

which was finally established. 
As the Oklahoma study put 
it: "The 15-inch-per- minute 
horizontal 
burning 
rate 
advocated by the automobile 
manufacturers 
for 
vehicle 
interior materials is equivalent 
to the burning rate of ordinary 
DaDer towels.” 


-SLIM SURVIVAL 
CHANCE- 
The 
report 
indicated 
strongly that the chances of 
survival in a car that plunges 
into water are slim. “The air 
bubble entrapped in (the test) 
vehicle could be breathed less 
than 
one 
minute 
by 
the 
front-seat passengers and only 
slightly greater than a minute 
by experienced divers in the 
rear seat,” it said. 
The report found that car 
doors 
sometimes 
jammed 
under water for reasons that 
apparently have nothing to do 
w i t h 
t h e 
s o - c a l l e d 
“overpressure” of the water 
that bears down on the roof. 
This 
overpressure 
often 
pushes the tops of cars “down 
significantly,” making it still 
harder to either get out or 
breathe. 
Equally treacherous after an 
accident are buses, especially 
school 
buses with 
push out 
windows, 
the 
researchers 
discovered. 
“Push-out 
windows 
pose 
significant 
problems 
as 
an 
escape route from a bus,” the 
report says. “They are often 
i nadequat e 
to 
prevent 
passenger ejection and/or too 
difficult to open for escape.” 
Intercity buses, too, were 
found 
to 
have 
escape 
problems: “The adequacy of 
window exits for escape when 
passengers 
are 
injuried 
is 
doubtful 
because 
of 
the 
problems in entering the exits 
as well as (f|e height of the exit 
above the ground.” 


Note: The sad state of the 
escapability art is all the more 
surprising in view of the uproar 
two years ago over the death of 
Mary Jo Kopechne who was 
trapped 
and drowned when 
Sen. 
Edward Kennedy’s car 
went 
off 
the 
bridge 
at 
Chappaquiddick Island. 
-POLLUTION PUBLICIST- 
The 
Boating 
Industry 
Association has sent letters to 
newspapers calling us to task 
for 
telling 
how 
outboard 
motors 
dump 
100 
million 
gallons of oil and gas into our 
streams, 
rivers 
and 
coastal 
waters each year. 
The boat group’s executive 
director, Matt Kaufman, said 
we got our figures from an 
anti-pollution company with 
an ax to grind. Kaufman is a 
sloppy publicist for a man who 
represents 500 boating firms. If 
he had called us, we would 
have told him the figures came 
from a Federal Water Quality 
Administration report, not a 
private company. 
The federal report, dated 
September, 1970, and called 
“Contribution 
of 
Marine 
Outboard 
Engines to Water 
Pollution” gives an estimate of 
“ 100 million to 200 million 
gallons a year” for the gunk 
dumped in our waters by the 
engines. 
And 
this 
report’s 
author, 
federal 
sanitary 
engineer Denis Lussier, told us 
“ in my opinion this is pretty 
conservative.” 
Kaufman cites a study on 
the harmlessness of oil and gas 
dumpage by outboards, but 
fails to say the study was 
sponsored by Mercury, a big 
manufacturer 
of 
outboard 
motors. To the credit of the 
companies, they are at last 
marketing 
an 
anti-polliiting 
motor this year. But with a 
spokesman like Kaufman, we, 
at least, will have a hard time 
believing what they have to say 
about it.

danger to university order,” 
President Robert I. White told 
the trustees. “If used, an effort 
will 
be 
made 
to 
hold 
a 
practically 
simultaneous 
hearing.” 
T h r e e 
s t u d e n t 
representative* attending the 
meeting 
objected 
to 
the 
changes. 
“Students will view this as 
another phase of a repressive 
society,” said 
one, warning 
that it could lead to “increased 
polarization” 
that 
could 
possibly result in violence. 
“ Before 
any 
student 
is 
punished there should be a 
hearing to determine whether 
he is guilty,” said another. 
By 
the 
same 
token, no 
police officer should ever be 
given an interim suspension

excessive use of force or other 
unbecoming conduct during, 
say, a campus disturbance.

Inside Labor 
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Angry Longshoremen Set To 
Paralyze Vital Harbors From 
Maine To Texas

Miami:

Visions 
of 
shipments of oil for the lamps 
of China is no salve for the 
m i l i t a n t 
conv ent io ning 
Longshoremen’s leaders here. 
Many of them are angry men -- 
for many of their followers are 
jobless. And there’s strike fever 
in the tepid air. If the signals 
are what they seem to be, 
harbors 
from 
Sears 
Port, 
Maine, to Brownsville, Texas, 
will be shut tight, headlines 
will be screaming just as they 
are 
now 
over 
rail 
and 
communication crises. 
It’s 
always 
startling 
to 
insiders to observe the lack of 
national understanding of the 
s i g n i f i c a n c e 
of 
the 
open-shirted, rough and always 
ready dock wallopers, here for 
t h e i r 
4 2 n d 
n a t i o n a l 
convention. They are one of 
the few actual industrial power 
blocs in the land. If they strike 
when their contract is up on 
Sept. 30, they can cork up the 
land by bottling up Canadian, 
Great Lakes, Atlantic and Gulf 
ports. 
Then, 
mighty little cargo 
moves in or out of the nation, 
docks are clogged, rail freight 
backs up, truck, rail and water 
freight is embargoed -- and a 
rail strike is much like a short 
circuit on a toy train set by 
comparison. Yet though the 
signals are obvious here, and all 
the 
maritime 
government 
leaders are here - including 
journalism’s gift of women’s lib 
and federal officialdom, former 
reporter Helen D. Bentley, now 
chairlady of the U.S. Maritime 
Commission -- little is being 
done by Congress to avert a 
stoppage before the nation gets 
another set of strike-provoked 
screaming-meemies. 
Congress could do this by 
pouring out a 
few million 
dollars in ship subsidies to 
make more work -- instead of 
standing 
by 
and 
letting 
a 
stoppage flare which will cost 
billions of dollars. But the men 
on the Hill never move until 
they are called into midnight 
session to sit as a national labor 
court. 
From here on the scenario 
will run somewhat like this: 
The opening scene will be the 
New York Harbor. There the 
piers are rotting and dying. 
Some 4,000 members of the 
International 
Longshoremen’s 
Assn. 
(ILA) (AFL-CIO) are 
jobless. 
Many 
of 
the 
mo vie-type 
hook-carrying 
dockwallopers 
have 
been 
replaced 
by 
huge 
steel 
containers which carry cargo in 
one huge steel “package.” 
However, under the swiftly 
expiring 
three-year 
contract 
these men are guaranteed an 
annual wage of $9,568. To get 
this money they must show for 
work at the central registers. 
Not 
all 
of 
them 
report 
regularly. Not all of them are 
constantly without work. So 
don’t do any arithmetic. The 
cost, however, is enormous for 
the New York Shipping Assn. 
which pays the bill for the idle. 
In 
the 
first 
year, 
the 
guaranteed pay ran to $2.7 
million. Then it jumped to $14 
million. Finally this year It will 
hit $30 million. This makes it a 
totmj of some $47 million for 
idlCvnen. 
Executive 
Vice 
President 


Jonnny Bowers, as quiet as he 
is tough when he bargains for 
his men, says: “We have got 
4,000 longshoremen who have 
lost their jobs. We’re lucky we 
negotiated 
the 
guaranteed 
annual 
wage. 
The 
men, 
however, just check in and go 
home. But they are lost people. 
It’s good to know a man has a 
check. But it is not good for 
him to be without work.” 
Bowers, 
working 
closely 
with his chief, ILA President 
Teddy 
Gleason, 
wants new 
container pier facilities built on 
Manhattan’s West 
Side, 
the 
historic docks once known the 
world 
over 
as 
the 
great 
passenger and cargo center. It 
would not take much money 
to whip them into shape. And 
it would not take more than 
$20 million to subsidize the 
reactivating of luxury liners 
such as the United States, the 
I ndependence 
and 
the 
Constitution, eight of which 
are now laid up. 
There isn’t a single American 
flag passenger ship moving out 
of Atlantic and Gulf ports. 
They can’t operate or even 
break even without a subsidy. 
Yet the U.S. State Dept, has 
been pressuring Gleason and 
Bowers to handle Soviet cruise 
ships 
now 
looking 
for 
blue-ribbon traffic. Gleason has 
said 
he 
would 
end 
the 
longshoremen’s 21-year ban on 
handling Russian vessels if the 
U.S. government would put a 
few 
“pennies” 
into 
the 
American passenger ships. 
If 
there is no 
work in 
Manhattan there will be a 
strike there - and if New York 
goes down, “if you can’t settle 
a contract in New York, you 
can’t 
settle 
a 
contract 
anywhere until we settle first. 
New York is the bargaining 
spot. After New York is settled 
then we go to the rest of the 
ports,” says Bowers. 
And now the ILA is asking 
for a guaranteed weekly pay 
which will be more costly and 
the New York Shipping Assn. 
says this contract negotiation is 
“Operation Survival” for all 
sides and it can’t continue to 
pay $50 million “and millions 
more for work not here and 
work not done.” 
“The employers might as 
well know now that I will 
never give up the guaranteed 
annual wage," says Bowers. “It 
is a No. 1 strike issue. They 
might as well know also that 
we want it improved... 
“Our cards are on the table 
and it is no secret that our hole 
card 
is 
the 
strength 
and 
d e t e r m i n a t i o n 
of 
our 
membership to do what they 
have to in order to get a fair 
and decent contract.” 
So the public now knows 
and 
shouldn't 
be 
surprised 
when the docks are paralyzed 
as they are now on the West 
Coast. 
There’s 
never 
any 
mystery to the intricacies of a 
massive and crippling strike. 
The cards always are on the 
table. 
This time, however, not only 
the nation’s entire transport, 
on sea, land and even in the air 
is involved, but foreign policy 
und trade with the Soviets and 
with Red China too. Now is 
the time for Congress to pay 
the 
pennies 
for 
our 
own 
waterfront people instead of 
opening the docks to what Ik 
essentially 
unfair, 
sla^e-wage 
Communist competition! 


Buckley Says His Magazine 
Faked Secret Paper Report 


Formula Liberalized to Allow 
Bigger Cotton Payments in ’72 


NEW 
YORK 
(AP) 
- 
William P. Buckley Jr., editor 
of tha National Review, says 
hie magazine perpetrated a 
hoax with fictional Vietnam 
papers to ahow that such 
forgerie« "would be widely 
accepted aa genuine provided 
their content waa inherently 
plauaible." 
Buckley 
revealed 
the 
elaborate spoof Wednesday 
after a large segment of the 
American news media had 
carried stories on what the 
magazine 
called 
"highly 
c l a s s i f i e d 
government 
documents relating to the 
Vietnam war." 
"We admit we proceeded 
in aomething of an ethical 
vacuum, ” 
Buckley 
told 
newsmen with a broad grin, 
but 
he 
suggested 
that 
s o m e w h e r e 
i n 
t h e 
government 
archives 
were 
real documents similar to the 
forgeries 
printed 
in 
the

ST. L O U IS — The first national drag racing meet ever 
held in Missouri or Illinois, the American Hot Rod 
Association’s Gateway Nationals, will convene at St. Louis 
International Raceway Ju ly 30, 31 and Aug. 1 
More than 500 of the nation’s finest drag racers, 
including Don “ Big Daddy’’ Garlits and Gene Snow, will 
be featured in the battle for more than $50,000 in prize 
money and an additional $50,000 in contingencies and 
manufacturer awards. 
St. Louis International Raceway, located five minutes 
from the Gateway Arch, 
is currently undergoing a 
complete renovation, including the lengthening of the 
former one-eighth mile strip to a quarter-mile distance. 
Wayne Meincrt, track president, also announced that 
new grandstands have been constructed and the track’s 
facilities are equipped to handle more than 25,000 racing 
fans each day. New lighting and sound systems have been 
installed and crews are paving the pit areas with asphalt. 
This will be the seventh of the 10-race A H R A Grand 
American Series of professional drag racing. The previous 
six were held in Long Beach, Calif.; Phoenix, Ariz.; West 
Palm Beach. Fla.; Fort Worth, Tex.; Baton Rouge, La.; 
and Denver.

DEXTER— The city of Dexter has 
“big trouble’’ with water and “a lot of 
people don’t believe we have a (water) 
problem,’’ Mayor Willis Conner said 
today. 
The mayor explained that the city 
has 
been 
having 
trouble 
with 
transmission lines, water treatment 
facilities and storage capacity. 
Residents of Dexter will vote on a 
$425,000 
general 
obligation 
bond 
issue 
Aug. 
31 
to 
provide water 
improvement *or the city. 
The water improvement proposal, if 
passed, will provide two new water 
wells, a new 500,000 gallon storage 
tank, and a new 1,000 gallon per 
minute water treatment plant on the 
north side of town. 
The mayor commented: 
“ Everybody had better be in favor 
of it. The one thing we can’t get along 
without is water. Oh yes, I’m very 
much in favor of it.” 
City Clerk G. B. McCracken said 
“we’re going to try this thing again”. 
Residents voted the first time on 
the water improvement proposal in 
November of 1969 and defeated it by 
three votes. In early 1970, citizens 
votfxi on the proposal again and “ it was 
defeated 
pretty 
badly,” 
Conner 
recalled. 
“The 
reason 
it was defeated,” 


Conner 
said, 
“was because some 
claimed it (water improvement) would 
benefit only a few people in a certain 
area.” 
“This is not true,” he said. “The 
water improvement will be for the 
whole town.” 
Conner 
commented 
on 
the 
problems the city has been having 
with water: 
“Three times in the last three 
months we have had malfunctions at 
night with the (water) pump. About 
six weeks ago, a tree blew down over 
lines to the service pumps. The city 
was without water for some time.” 
He said the city’s water treatment 
plant pumped water at a 300 gallon 
per minute clip in 1944 and now “it’s 
supposed to go at 1,000 gallons per 
minute.” 
“ I’m certain it’s not doing it now,” 
Conner said. 
He said the plant has been in 
operation since 1914 and has been 
remodeled three times, most recently 
in 1957. 
“ If the water proposal is not 
passed, a possible alternative would be 
to ration water or raise the heck on 
the water rates,” the mayor said.

ROME OR CEASAR? 
One of the most titanic struggles of the 89th 
Congress took place over the question of repeal of 
Section 14(b) of the Taft-Hartley Act. 
Union professionals and the politicians beholden to 
them mounted a fierce, no-holds-barred drive to 
expunge 14(b) from the books. This would have 
stripped states of their authority to enact Right to 
Work laws protecting individual freedom. 
It didn’t work. An aroused American public rallied 
to the banner carried by then Senate Minority Leader 
Everett M. Dirksen (R-Ill.) and succeeded in quashing 
the union boss drive for more power. 
Why had Dirksen done it? In his own flowery 
words: “I love Caesar, but I love Rome more.” To 
Dirksen, the country was more important than a 
President paying off a political debt to union officials. 
He knew the stakes in the battle were enormous. 
One nationally syndicated columnist noted that union 
bosses would have netted $15 million in forced dues 
immediately upon repeal of 14(b). “Principle be 
damned,” said the columnist, “they want the $15 
million.” 
But 
Rome, 
not 
Caesar 
triumphed. 
Union 
professionals lost the $15 million with which to pursue 
additional political power — experts estimate union 
bosses spend 85 % of their time politicking. And 
AFL-CIO President Meany candidly admits, “You just

union shop — that should be of concern to all 
Americans. It is being wielded by the Caesars of 1971 
in a way that threatens the very underpinnings of 
Rome.

Unless that monstrous political machinery of the 
modern day Caesars is brought under control, our 
entire political system could be engulfed. Recognizing 
this, Sen. Fannis and Sen. John Tower (R-Tex.) have 
co-authored an amendement to the campaign election 
reform bill that will likely come up for debate on the

amendment would deny tax-exempt status to any 
organization, including unions, which use compulsory 
dues

purposes. 
It’s an important step in the 
right direction, one 
that will provide an acid test for the 100 members of 
the “world’s greatest deliberative body.” And when 
the votes have been recorded, the American public will 
know which Senators place the interests of the country 
above the interests of a handful of union bosses made 
powerful through the compulsory union shop. 
Rome or Caesar? We’ll know soon enough.

CONTROLLING ACTS OF GOD 
Virgin Islanders have set aside Sunday, July 25, as 
Supplication

hurricanes. At the end of the season in late October 
they celebrate Deliverance Day to give thanks for 
being spared - and they have been for almost 40 years. 
Until recently this method of warding off destructive 
weather was as good as any other. Now scientists in the 
United States, Russian and other countries are making 
limited progress in scientific weather modification. 
“Our theories aren’t perfect, and we still have a lot to 
learn, but weather control is further advanced than the 
public generally realizes,” Robert M. White, director of 
the National Oceanic and Atmospheric Administration 
(NOAA), told the Wall Street Journal (July 12, 1971). 
Scientists at the NOAA’s experimental meterological 
laboratory in Miami have had partial success this spring 
with a cloud-seeding program aimed at alleviating the 
Florida drought. In the coming weeks scientists will 
attempt to weaken the force of potential hurricanes 
with a seeding method similar to the one used to make 
rain. Clouds are bombarded with vast quantities of 
silver iodide, which causes chemical changes that 
release heat and reduce the hurricane’s wind velocity. 
Dr. 
Robert 
Simpson, 
director 
of 
the 
National 
Hurricane Center in Miami, predicted last year that 
within five years a hurricane approaching 
the coast 
with 100-knot winds will have its winds reduced to 70 
knots or less and the height of the water reduced by 50 
per cent. The first suggestion that hurricanes could be 
controlled came 
in August 
1969, when Hurricane 
Debbie abated after seeding. Besides rain-making and 
hurricane control, researchers are also working on 
methods to surpress cloud-to-ground lightning, reduce 
hail, and disperse fog and snow storms. Science 
magazine (May 7, 1971) predicts that the unsolved 
technological problems of weather tampering will be 
resolved long before the legal and political ones it 
poses. The “use of weather modification techniques on 
a large scale raises difficult questions about legal

moderate and "not serious.” 
Several states reported the 
blight is “ no problem.”

damage in 1970. 
In Nebraska, the disease 
has been found in 43 of the 
state’s 93 counties, including 
the major com 
producing 
areas. 
Dr. David Wyson, plant 
pathologist at the University 
of Nebraska, said, "We have 
had 
intermittent 
weather 
periods which are favorable 
to 
spread of the disease 
followed

If the weather 
holds dry, we should be in 
fairly good shape.” 
Kansas officials reported 
the blight was confirmed in 
30 eastern counties where 
damage was reported as light.
